"“There 1s a good deal of smoke and
but very little fire in this talk over cut
freight rates,” sald a well-known rail-
road man yesterday.

“Then you admit that there Is some
fire¥"" inquired the reporter,

“The fact is,"’ was the reply, “that the
rates are unsettled on account of the
prospective changes that will be made
when the inter-state commeree bill goes
into effect.  On all of the roads an order
hans been issued canceling all existing
freight turifis after April 1. This neces-
sarily makes the companies u littie lax in
their obligations to maintain the estab-
lished tarifl’ for this month. You will
find that there is a slight cut perhaps on
New York, Boston and Buffalo business
from Unmhn. but 1 do not think you will
find that there is any cut on Chicago
business. There is but one reason for
this and that is that the volume of west-
ern business has baen very light for the
Inst two months, too light to warrant
any cut in rates. Otherwise there would
have been a general eut and we would
have had n 10-cent rate from Chicago be-
fore this. Rates will necessarily be un-
steady for the rest of the present month."'
